Four years ago, as governor of New
York, Justice Hughes of the United Btates
supreme court vetosd a I-cent passenger
lnw enscled by the loglalature on the
Eround that it was a arbilrary proced-
ure which did not take Into consideration
a falr return upan the railroad properties
of that stale-and few men stand higher
in: the ssteem of the Amerioan people than
this Ereat jurist. who did perhaps as
much as any other man in the country te
break up fllegal and unfalr practices on
hthe part of large corporations
" Beo, too, the suproma court of Pennsyl-
vania held that a $-coent pessenger fare
was unconstitutional in that state be-
canss It was sssentially confiscatory. This
high court took the position that capltal
investsd In raliroads, as well as in othar
lines of private property, s entitled to
earn & per cent en & falr capitalization
and that the arbitiary esactment of &
Joent fars reddered such a returmm upom
the linea of the Pennaylvania impossible
It also took the position (hat rallronds
not only have the right to insist upen &
falr return upon both freight and pas-
manger busineas, but that it ta thelr duty
to do o In order that one clsss of patrons
may not be compelied to pay an inequit-
able rate to make up the losses sustained
in anothgr department.

It the Wrbitrary enactment of a l-cent
passenger ruis ls unfair te the raliroads
of New Tork and Pennsylvania, where
there.are large centers of population and
where the natlon's greatest density of
freight tonnages naturally exists, how
much more unfalr Is such a rate In &
